Mr.  Robert  Kove,  a  teacher  for  thirty-one  years,  grew  up  in  Albany, 
New  York  and  was  an  excellent  football  and  basketball  player  in  high 
t  school.  After  graduating  from  Siena  College,  he  entered  the  U.  S.  Marine 
Corps  and  rose  to  the  rank  of  captain  before  being  discharged. 

Later,  Mr.  Kove  moved  to  the  North  Adams  area  and  became  an 
employee  of  Sprague  Electric  Company.  Realizing  he'd  rather  work  with 
kids  than  in  a  factory,  he  began  teaching  at  Drury  High  School  in  1961. 

Mr.  Kove's  eagerness  to  work  with  youth  proved  to  be  effective.  He 
was  always  ready  to  teach  and  seldom  had  personality  conflicts  with  his 
students. 

Mr.  Kove  was  able  to  take  the  subject  of  mathematics  and  make  it 
exciting  and  easier  for  students  to  learn.  He  forced  students  to  look  at 
their  subjects  with  a  different  point  of  view,  a  more  practical  one. 

Mr.  Kove  is  held  in  high  esteem  among  his  colleagues  and  is  often 
described  as  "one  of  the  kindest  and  most  caring  teachers,"  by  his 
students.  Drury  High  School  dedicates  the  1992  Nathanite  Yearbook  to 
Mr.  Kove  for  his  contributions  as  a  teacher  and  a  friend.

North  Adams  -  St.  Joseph's  and 
Pittsfield  will  represent  Berkshire 
County  in  the  Western  Mass.  Divi- 
sion III  hockey  tournament.  Drury 
will  not. 

Drury  was  knocked  out  of  conten- 
tion for  tournament  berth  because 
of  the  use  of  an  ineligible  player  in 
two  games,  one  of  them  a  1 2-3  win 
over  Chicopee.  Since  that  game  had 
to  be  forfeited,  it  dropped  Drury's 
record  from  11-7-1  to  10-8-1,  un- 
der the  cutoff  figure  for  tournament 
qualification. 

Once  it  was  discovered  that  Drury 
had  used  an  ineligible  player,  a  se- 
ries of  contacts  between  Drury, 
Hoosac  Valley  (it  is  a  co-op  team

MIAA  was  made  to  confirm  the  for- 
feit. 

At  least  one  reason  for  the  ineligi- 
bility was  the  fact  that  the  player  in 
question  had  not  had  a  physical 
examination  before  participating  in 
a  varsity  sport,  a  violation  of  MIAA 
rules. 

"I  don't  believe  it  should  have 
happened,"  said  Hoosac  Valley  ath- 
letic director  Jim  St. Denis,  who  was 
not  made  aware  that  the  player 
would  be  participating  in  the  games.

81-13:  Best  4  Year 
Record 

The  1992  edition  of  the  Drury 
baseball  team  continued  the  tradi- 
tion of  teams  past.  Their  record 
was  19-3,  which  was  the  fourth 
best  record  in  the  history  of  Drury 
High  School.  The  six  seniors  had 
an  overall  four-year  record  of  81- 
13,  which  is  the  best  four-year 
record  in  Drury  baseball  history. 

The  team  won  the  Northern  Divi- 
sion Championship  with  a  15-1 
record.  The  most  notable  wins 
were  the  two  Pittsfield  games.  The 
first  went  13  innings  and  we  won 
behind  the  complete  game  effort 
of  Joe  Vanuni,  by  a  2-0  score.  The 
second  game  was  another  master- 
piece, which  we  won  2-1.  We  only 
had  one  hit,  by  senior  Rob  Stack, 
but  it  scored  the  winning  run,  and 
Joe  Vanuni  was  again  the  complete 
game  winner. 

The  six  seniors  had  outstanding 
years,  led  by  Dan  Smachetti  hitting 
.500  and  tying  the  school  records 
for  average  (.500)  and  hits  in  one 
season  (35).  Joe  Vanuni  put  him- 
self in  the  record  book  in  4  differ- 
ent categories,  one  of  which  tied 
the  school  record  of  8  victories  in 
one  season.  Jason  Moreau  entered 
the  record  book  in  6  difference 
categories.  He  is  the  new  leader  in 
career  runs  scored  (99)  and  tied  in 
at  bats  with  274  for  his  career.

All  three 
ended  up  hitting  over  .300,  with 
Sean  at  .339,  Chip  at  .329  and  Oli 
at  .302. 

The  only  starting  junior  was 
Brian  Pytko.

The  1992  season  began  with 
a  blend  of  returning  veterans  and 
a  few  freshman  candidates.  Led 
by  senior  co-captain  Jim 
Schouller  and  junior  co-captain 
Deron  Estes,  the  team  began 
practicing  for  the  Berkshire  sea- 
son. Experienced  juniors  like  Da- 
vid Bond,  Bill  Norcross,  Wes 
Bushika,  Mike  Gliwski,  and  David 
Montgomery  would  be  counted 
on  to  make  the  team  competitive. 
Todd  Pilot  and  Joe  Vareschi,  1st 
years  players,  would  play  sup- 
porting roles. 

The  regular  season  ended  with 
Drury's  record  at  10  wins-2 
losses  and  a  third  place  finish  in 
the  northern  division  which 
barely  qualified  us  for  the  West- 
ern Mass  Team  Champ,  to  be 
held  at  Hicky  Ridge  Country  Club 
in  Amherst  on  June  5. 

The  Drury  team  pulled  a  major 
surprise  by  winnings  its  first  ever 
Western  Mass  Championship 
with  a  314  production  resulting 
from  Jim  Schoullers  73  Dave 
Bonds  76,  Deron  Estes  79,  and 
Bill  Norcross  86.  Needless  to 
say,  the  school  and  city  were  very 
excited  over  the  unexpected  re- 
sult. 

On  a  more  personal  note,  Jim 
Schouller,  Dave  Bond,  Deron 
Estes,  and  Bill  Norcross  qualified 
and  played  very  creditably  in  the 
Western  Mass.  Individual  Tour- 
ney held  at  Cranwell  Golf  Course 
in  Lenox  MA.  on  May  26,  High-

Everyone  at  Drury  knows  about 
the  Physics  Competition  that  takes 
place  every  May.  You  know,  the  one 
where  senior  physics  classes  com- 
pete against  one  another  by  con- 
structing incredibly  impossible  pro- 
jects thought  up  by  Mr.  Richards 
and  company?
